BOARDS AND PROCEDURES MAY PREVENT OTHERWISE VALID CLAIM- 
ANTS FROM USING CLAIMS BOARDS BECAUSE OF PROVISIONS OF 

ART n.2. (FEB 21, 1973 AGREEMENT, TIAS 7575). CLAIMANTS 
THEREFORE LEFT WITH COURTS AS ONLY ALTERNATIVE-A SITUATION 
BOARDS DESIGNED TO OBVIATE. USG IN GOOD FAITH HAS BEEN 
ENCOURAGING POTENTIAL US CLAIMANTS TO USE CLAIMS BOARD IN
